We will also continue to receive cable traffic 
which will include references to these meetings and the problems dis- 
cussed. The only materials which art denied CIA by Mr. Howe’s ieitei 
are the Secretary’s briefing papers. It is ay understands, that the e 
papers are generally ac longer the substantive "poeltion peers' 1 that 
they used to be. They are now usually brief tactical suggestlo ns .ft 1 
the Secretary's guidance in conducting the discussions* 

2* 1 am also informed that these briefing papers are sent ~o 
the Intelligence area in State and that they intend to screen taem an 
forward those of a more substantive intelligence nature to CIA. Wimt 
we will miss, therefore, is a certain amount of flavor which aid 1 ! as 1st 
in Interpreting the actions of the foreign conferees end an additions 
insight (perhaps beyond that contained in the cable traffic) into pro 
posed U .
